ROMULUS - An 
ordinance creating a City 
Planning Commission has 
been unanimously approved 
by the City of Romulus. 

The ordinance’s adoption 
last Tuesday night was the 
new city council’s first major 
approval. 

Romulus became Western 
Wayne County’s newest city 
on May 7 when voters 
approved a proposed City 
Charter. 

The new City Planning 
Commission now In charge of 
the Department of Planning 
for Romulus, succeeds to all 
duties and powers previously 
exercised by the Romulus 
Township Planning 
Commission, except as 
otherwise provided by law 
and embraces amendments 
approved by city council. 

The commission will be 
composed of the mayor, an 
administrative official of tH« 

( * — 


city selected by the mayor, a 
member of City Council 
selected by City Council and 
six members who shall be 
appointed by the Mayor 
subject to the approval of the 
majority of City Council. 

The mayor, administrative 
official and council 
representative will serve as ex 
officio members of the 
planning commission. No 
member other than ex officio 
members shall hold another 
city office except that one 
such member may be a 
member of the Board of 
Zoning Appeals. 

Terms of those appointed 
to the commission will be 
staggered; three will serve 
three years, two will serve 
two years and one will serve 
one year. 

The ordinance provides 
t >t a t the commission 
chairman when elected by 
commission members will 
serve on year with eligibility 


for re-election. Also that the 
commission meet regularly 
each month. 


Appointed by the mayor 
members may be removed by 
the mayor after public 
hearing for insufficiency, 
neglect of duty, or 
malfeasance in office. 


Councilman Ellis T. 
Pennington moved that 
compensation to commission 
members be in the amount of 
$50 to the chairman per 
month and $40 per members 
per month. This 
compensation to cover all 
meetings. 


City Planning Commission 
Ordinance be approved and 
adopted. 

Councilman James C. 
Stewart supported the 
motion. 

A roll call for for it was 
unanimous for approval.

The motion was the first 
of the new governing body 
and was adopted 
unanimously. 

Meetings will be held at 
the Water Board Building 
until Romulus’ new 
Municipal Complex now 
under construction at Wayne 
and Goddard Rds., is 
completed.

ROMULUS — Only three 
candidates will be on 
Monday’s ballot as the voters 
in the Romulus School 
District go to the polls in the 
annual school election. 

At stake will be two 
four-year trustee posts on the 
Board of Education. 


Seeking re-election are 
Gerald Budd of 12103 
Schultz, Romulus and Garold 
Hoffer of 34841 Lynn Drive, 
Romulus. 


Challenging them is 
Ronald Christensen of 35921 
Northline, Romulus. 

Romulus School District 
voters will be available to 
vote between 7 a.m. and 8 
p.m. 

Voter tum-oji is expected 
to be light, as there are 
neither millage nor bond 
proposals on 'thp ballot. 
Trustee races, as a rule, 
generally draw fewer voters 
than combined trustee and 
millage elections. 


Romulus Roman 
Is Official Paper 


ROMULUS - The 
Romulus Roman, one of the 
nine weekly suburban 
newspapers of the Associated 
Newspapers Inc., owned and 
operated by Panax 
Corporation, has been 
officially designated as “The 
Official Newspaper" of the 
new City of Romulus. 


Members of City Council 
approved selection of the 
Romulus Roman at its first 
council session held on May 
26. 


A motion to select the 
Romulus Roman as the 
official newspaper for 
Western Wayne County’s 
newest and 33rd city was 
made by Councilman Brooker 
R. Edwards. 

His motion was 
unanimously approved by a 
roll call vote. 

The Romulus Roman was 
also the official newspaper 
during township 
administration. 


NEW BOSTON - Carleton 
K. Rush, president of the 
Huron Board of Education, 
offered his views Friday on 
the present turmoil in the 
school district. 

A citizens group, called 
the Huron Township Citizens 
Committee, has called for the 
resignation of School 
Superintendent Bryon 
Antcliff and have renewed 
objections to the “Becoming 
Curriculum,” a philosophy of 
education textbook. 

Rush expressed the utmost 
confidence in Antcliff, 
pointing out that the Huron 
School Board had only 
recently granted Antcliff a 
three-year contract. Rush said 
that he recalled that the 
Board’s vote on the contract 
was unanimous, and that no 
citizen displeasure had been 
voiced at the time. 

Regarding the citizens’ call 
for Ant cliff’s resignation, 
Rush said that the petition 
did not ask the Board to take 
action, but merely asked the 
Superintendent to resign. The 
petition does not require 
Board action. 

Rush added that the 
petition was not a petition in 
the legal sense of the word. 
“It’s just a list of names." 

Concerning the “Becoming 
Curriculum,” Rush said that 
this has been a topic of Board 
meeting discussion since last 
September. 

The "Becoming 
Curriculum”, according to 
Rush, is a compilation of 
lesson plans and teaching 
philosophy. It is not a 
textbook that is being used in 
the District. 


Rush said that last fall 
special public meeting 
heard so that “Becoming 
Curriculum” could be 
explained to Board members 
and citizens alike.

He recalled that the 
citizens “listened, heard, and 
seemed satisfied.” He said 
that from the citizen 
reaction, he thought the 
matter was settled. 

At the time of the public 


meeting, the Eoard of 
Education requested that 
Antcliff obtain a copy of 
“Becoming Curriculum” so 
that Board members could 
individually review the book. 

Rush said that the Board 
requested the book “for their 
information only.” He added 
that the Huron Board has 
never taken nor been asked to 
take an official action 
regarding the “Becoming 
Curriculum.” 


Six Seek 
Voter Support 


NEW BOSTON Huron 
School District voters will 
select two School Board 
trustees from a field of six 
candidates in next Monday’s 
annual school election. 

Among the six are two 
incumbents; Rene A. 
Campeau of 32230 Sibley, 
Romulus, and Ralph V. 
Dugan of 36858 Ellis, New 
Boston. Campeau is presently 
the Board treasurer, while 
Dugan is a trustee. 

Seeking to unseat the 
incumbents are Harry 
Hartsuff of 21850 Bell Rd", 
New Boston; Mrs. Harley 
(Erma) Palmiter of 32150 
Prescott, Romulus. James 
Pershing of 19611 Clark, 
Belleville; and Lincoln Ward 
II of 23883 Clark, Belleville. 

The winners will each earn 
four-year positions. 

In addition, the oters will 
be asked to v>te on a 


proposition that would allow 
the transfer of aporoximately 
$8,000 from a paid-up debt 
retirement fund into a 
building fund and sites fund. 

The approval of this 
proposition would allow the 
District to spend the money 
on building and site expenses. 
The proposition will not cost 
the taxpayers any mone". it 
merely allows the Diuri i to 
spend money already on 
hand. 

Ordinarily a small voter 
turnout would be predicted 
when there are no millage or 
bond proposals on the ballot. 
However, the current 
curriculum controversy 
involving the Superintendent, 
the Board of Education, and 
a citizens committee may 
spark a heavier than usual 
vote totals

unproved.” 

We strongly urge the board 
members to obtain a copy 
and review the “Becoming 
Curriculum,” and if they 
agree with this method of 
education, we as parents will 
legally oppose them.

Antcliff and requesting that 
he remain with the District.

A citizen committee believes 
it to be a dangerous new kind 
of education. 

In response to a citizen 
question, Antcliff stated that 
some of the ideas of the

Bennett over two months 
ago, and still has not seen it. 

Speaking on the current 
controversy, Campeau said, 
“Sometimes I wonder if 
people aren’t unhappy that 
problems are being solved.” 
He said that with 118 
teachers and administrators, 
there are bound to be 
problems, but that these 
problems can be solved. 

Campeau then said that he 
complimented Mrs. Bennett 
and the citizens group that 
opposes Antcliff on “their 
tenaciousness,” but these 
people “can’t see the forest 
for the trees.”

space-saving tricks in packing, 
too: rolling fiexibles like 
swim suits and lingerie to fill 
the “holes” in your suitcases, 
for example, and putting 
socks inside shoes. 

In loading your car trunk, 
heavy suitcases go on the 
bottom, lighter-weight ones 
and overnight luggage next, 
and garment bags on top. If 
you need to take more than a 
trunkful, consider a cartop 
carrier or a one- or 
two-wheeler trailer. Trailers 
can be rented quite 
reasonably. 

Get a good trip plan. — 
And order it well in advance 
of your vacation. Most oil 
companies have free 
trip-routing services. They’ll 
give you the up-to-date maps 
you need — and only the ones 
you need — marked with the 
fastest route to your 
destination. If you prefer and 
have requested it, the 
American Oil Company will 
route you the scenic way, 
with points of special interest 
circled. They’ll also give you 
current information on 
detours and highway 
construction and 
recommendations for special 
accommodations (Perhaps 
you want all American-plan 
motels, or kennels for a pet 
you’re taking with you.)

confer with the President of 
the United States and 
Pentagon officials and, if 
necessary, be the first 
Michigan legislative 
committee to travel to 
Vietnam. 

The committee would 
function in the interim 
between the 1970-71 sessions 
of the Legislature.

Car For Motorcyclists Test 


LANSING - Michigan’s 
estimated 400,000 
m >t orcy cl ists. . . when 
qualifying for their 
motorcycle endorsements in 
the course of obtaining their 
first driver licenses or at 
normal renewal time. . . must 
also make sure they furnish a 
car with a licensed driver 
when they go to take their 
road test. 

The car and driver will be 
used by the local license 
examiner in following the 
applicant over a prescribed 
route during his motorcycle 
driving test. 

In the case of the person 
applying for his first driver 
license, he must also make 


sure that the cycle he is going 
to test on is brought to the 
exam station. He may not 
ride it there. 

In the case of the renewing 
driver, he may drive his cycle 
to the exam station providing 
it is before or on the day of 
normal renewal. If he is late, 
he must also see to it that the 
cycle is brought to the test 
area. 

Under Michigan’s new 
motorcycle laws which took 
effect June 1, persons who 
have proven experience in 
riding a cycle may have the 
driving test waived if they 
meet certain criteria.

A little information on the 
carp, (cyprinus carpio), the 
old-world minnow was the 
first successfully introduced 
into this country by the 
United States Fish 
Commission in 1876 from 
Germany. Indigenous to 


Asia, carp were so abundant 
on the European continent 
that they were mentioned by 
Aristotle as early as 350 B.C. 

Omnivorous in its feeding 
habits, the carp subsists on 
insect larvae, plankton, and 
aquatic plants. In its quest for 
food, the carp frequently 
uproots plants and muddies 
the waters giving itself a bad 
reputation among sportsman. 
Adult carp are 12-30 inches 
in length and average 10-15 
pounds. A carp of 58 pounds 
has been reported from Lake 
Erie. 

Belleville Lake is 
overstocked in carp and the 
Bow and Arrow Festival on 
June 14 is one way of ridding 
them at breeding time. 

The main objection to the 
carp lies in its habits of 
uprooting aquatic vegetation 
and disruption of spawning 
areas of other fish and 
competition for food with 
more desirable species. 

For those who do not use 
a bow and arrow and are 
interested in participating, 
efforts are being made to 
secure some extra bows and 
arrows. And for those who 
would like to have an 
enjoyable Sunday, there will 
be refreshments and food 
available at the festival.

For Junket To Vietnam 


LANSING - Rep. Edward 
E. Mahalak (D-Romulus) 
wants to take a nine-member 
House committee to Vietnam 
to check out reports of 
discrimination against 
Michigan men by the Army. 

He said the trip would cost 
at least $15,000. 

“I don’t think that would 
be enough when you count 
everything,” he said. 

He said he was uncertain 
of the value of the trip, 
except to make Michigan 
aware of conditions among 
the GIs and, possibly try 
again with a bill to ban 
battlefield service for them. 

Mahalak said he has 
received six direct complaints 
from Michigan men in 
Vietnam of conditions, 
particularly in the American 
Division, whose Charley 
Company triggered the Mai 
Lay incident. 

“The committee would 
like to know how Michigan 
men fare in the armed 
forces,” he said. “We have 
heard complaints that the 
army is a dumping ground for 
poor blacks and poor whites 
and the unskilled. 

“The infantry has become 
the army’s dumping ground 
and garbage can, the one unit 
put to work on dirty details” 
and denied many privileges 
accorded other troops. 

“There is evidence that 
Michigan men are often 
assigned to such units,” he 
told the House.

New Southland Center 
Readied To Open July 20 


The newest addition to the shopping facilities bearing 
the J.L. Hudson Co. name wasn’t quite ready for 
“company” Thursday ~ but. despite paperhangers, painters, 
carpet layers and other waorkmen •• it managed to impress 
members of the news media. 

The new Hudson’s “Southland” is located at 23000 
Eureka in Taylor, between 1-75 and Telegraph Rd. and 
serves as the core of the enclosed mall shared by 50 other 
tenants. 

The center is scheduled to open to the public July 20. 

Store manager Robert E. Sturwold, 33-year veteran of 
the company, conducted a tom of the three-story unit that 
has over 300,000 square feet of store space. 

A full-li :e department store, the newest Hudson’s offers 


a complete range oi merchandise, shopping convenience 
and services in a “store-within-a-store” concept. 

In addition to a variety of departments arranged with 
the convenience of the shopper in mind-Hudson’s 
Southland Center will also feature a gallery of specialty 
shops, a snack bar and a quick-service restaurant. 

Southland Center also has a Hudson’s Budget Store 
adjacent to the full-line operation - and for the first time, a 
Budget Store will have its won entrance onto one of the 
courts. 

The Southland Center facility is the eight full-line 
department store in the Hudson operation and an 
approximate 600 jobs will be added to the downriver area 
when the store opens. 


Addition of ten assistant 
prosecuting attorneys and 
expansion of the Sheriff’s 
community relations staff are 
contemplated by the Wayne 
County Board of 
Commissioners. 

Meeting as the Ways and 
Means Committee, the 
County legislative body 
approved the two proposals 
May 27. Formal approval by 
the full board, which meets 
June 4, is required. 

In requesting the ten 
assistants. Prosecuting 
Attorney William L. Cahalan, 
described his as “the most 
understaffed prosecutor’s 
office in the country.” He 
said his assistants are trying 
felony cases with little or no 
preparation. 

“The defense gets a case 
two or three months ahead of 
time,” he told the Board. 
“We get a case two or three 
minutes ahead of time.” 

Cahalan requested 13 
more assistants for the 
current fiscal year, but was 
granted only two. He said he 
planned to ask for 21 new 
positions in his next budget, 
but would reduce that 
request by the number added 
now. 

He cited sharp Increases in 
felony cases in circuit court 
and Detroit recorder’s court, 
an “astronomical” increase in 
appeals work, and demands 
by several district judges for 
more attention to their 
courts. 

His request was approved 
jy a 20-3 vote after lengthy 
discussion of the possibility 
of a budget deficit. 

The County Board of 
Auditors reported the 10 new 
positions would cost $80,000 
for the balance of this fiscal 
year, and that the unallocated 
appropriations account was 
overdrawn by $4.7 million. 

“At this point, there is no 
way to tell how we will finish 


the fiscal year,” Board 
Chairman Albert J. Zak, said 
after the meeting. “We could 
end up with a surplus for ail 
anybody knows at this time.” 

The Ways and Means 
Committee also voted to 
authorize Sheriff William 
Lucas to fill three 
already -budgeted human 
relations positions in his 
department. Lucas said three 
specially-trained patrolmen 
will work at increasing 
understanding between 
citizens and law enforcement 
officers. 

The committee approved 
payment of $3,800 for 
overtime worked by Sheriff’s 
officers during the 
disturbance in River Rouge 
last month and $2,241 for 
repair and replacement of 
equipment that was damaged 
in the incident. 


A number of applications 
for funds under the Federal 
Omnibus Crime Control Act 
were also approved. They will 
be submitted for 
consideration by the 
Michigan Crime Commission. 
The application* include* 

* A $2,516,771 program 
for working intensively with 
delinquent juveniles who are 
also problems in Detroit 
schools. The two-year 
program would be operated 
jointly by Wayne County 
Juvenile Court and the 
Detroit Board of Education. 
A Federal grant of 
$1,476,640 is sought. Local 
funds and services would 
amount to $1,040,131. 

* Creation of a Sheriff’s 
organized crime unit at a 
total cost of $148,000, with 
$107,800 of that in Federal 


funds and the balance in staff 
services. This proposal 
already has been approved by 
the State Crime Commission 
for immediate funding. 

*A Sheriff’s helicopter 
patrol to combat crime and 
perform search, rescue and 
other duties under a two-year 
program. Its cost would be 
$200,000 Federal, $166 000 
local. 

* A metropolitan crime 
laboratory under the Sheriff 
for use by local police 
departments. Cost: $84 953 
Federal, $68,000 local. 

* A one-year study to 
develop a plan for the most 
effective use of law 
enforcement resources in 
Wayne County during civil 
disorders and natural disasters 
at a cost of $18,570 Federal 
and $r-,200 local.

SEMCOG Population Reports 
Show Gain In Western Wayne 


Western Wayne County 
leads the way in population 
growth in Wayne County, 
despite the generally slow 
growth of the entire county, 
recently released Southeast 
Michigan Council of 
Governments (SEMCOG) 
population figures show. 

As of July 1, 1969, 
Livonia and Westland in 
western Wayne led the way 
among Wayne County 
communities in growth. 
Livonia is third, behind 
Macomb County’s Warren 
and Sterling Heights, in 
southeast Michigan 
population gain. 

Estimated figures reveal a 
Detroit region population 
growth of 15 per cent, during 
a nine-year period. The report 
spans from April 1, 1960 to 
July 1,1969. 

The Detroit region, 
composed of the 230 
governmental units in the 
seven counties of Livingston, 
Macomb, Monroe, Oakland, 
St. Clair, Washtenaw, and 
Wayne, showed a total 


population of 4,181,354 in 
1960 as against 4,793,000 in 
1969, reflecting an increase 
of 611,646 persons. 

Oakland county posted 
the largest population growth 
in the region with a gain of 
229,741 over the 1960 figure 
of 690,259. Other counties 
showing significant growth 
are Macomb, a near second, 
with an increase of 55 per 
cent, or a gain of 224,196 
over the 1960 figure of 
405,804; Washtenaw with a 
gain of 73,560 over the 1960 
figure of 172,440; Monroe 
with a gain of 25,880 over 
the 1960 figure of 101,120. 

Most of the gain has been 
in urbanizing townships and 
newly incorporated cities. 
These communities comprise 
all or part of three of the 
Standard Metropolitan Statis- 
tical Area (SMSA) including: 
Macomb, Oakland, and 
Wayne Counties in the 
Detroit SMSA; Washtenaw 
County in the Ann Arbor 
SMSA; and Monroe County 
in the Toledo, Ohio-Michigan 
SMSA. 


Utilized in preparing 
these estimates were: 
SEMCOG Planning Division 
residential building permit 
data; residential customer 
counts, Detroit Edison and 
Consumers Power Companies; 
residential customer 
information, Detroit Water 
Supply; vital statistics, 
Michigan and Detroit Health 
Departments. 

WAYNE COUNTY 

Population figures for 
Wayne County, as of July 1, 
1969, reveal a slight increase 
of one per cent, or a growth 
of 30,703 persons since 1960. 

Figures released showed 
Wayne County’s population 
as 2,666,297 in April, 1960, 
compared to 2,697,000 in 
July, 1969. 


Dearborn Heights which 
increased its population to 
82,000, a gain of 17,904 over 
1960. Taylor had 49,658 
inhabitants in 1960 and 
68,300 in ’69 for a gain of 
18,642 (38%). 

Only three Wayne County 
communities showed 


reductions. Detroit lost 

170.144 persons (10%) from 

1.670.144 in ’60 to 
1,500,000 in '69; Highland 
Park lost 2,663 persons (7%) 
from 38,063 in ’60 to 35,400 
in ’69; Hamtramck lost 3,337 
persons (10%) from 34,137 in 
’60 to 30,800 in ’69. 


WESTLAND — Former 
Westland Mayor Thomas H. 
Brown has announced his 
candidacy for the Democratic 
nomination for State 
Representative in District 
37 — the seat being vacated 
by State Rep. Vincent 
Petltpren. 

Brown’s terse 
three-sentence announcement 
came Friday, May 29. He 
said, simply, “I wish to 
announce my candidacy. . 

He joins Westland 
Councilman Mrs. Justine 
Bams in the race for the 
Democratic nomination. Mrs. 
Barns announced only last 
Tuesday that she would run. 
No other candidates have 
announced for the seat, 
considered to be rafely 
Democratic. 

Brown, of 1917 Eagle a., 
Westland, was defeated last 
September by Westland 
Mayor Eugene McKinney. 
Brown was trying for his 
third term as Mayor. A 
write-in effort following his 
primary defeat failed, but 
Brown indicated that he was 
not ready to retire from 
political activity. 

Mrs. Barns, of 31553 
Alpena Ct., Westland, is 
serving the third year of her 
second term on the Westland 
Council. She was first elected 
in 1966, when Westland 
became a city and was 
re-elected in 1967, leading all 
vote-getters. 

It is not the first time that

Mrs. Bams and Brown have 
faced -each other in a 
Democratic primary’ race. In 
1968, Mre. Barns and Brown 
both filed as Democratic 
candidates for the Wayne 
County Charter Commission, 
to reorganize county 
government. Shortly after the 
filing deadline, Brown 
withdrew, and Mrs. Bams 
went on to win the post, 
which was made meaningless

by the defeat of the Charter 
Commission proposal. 

Both candidates have 
proven vote-getting ability, 
particularly in Westland. The 
37th District includes about 
half of Westland, two-thirds 
of Inkster and all of Wayne. 

Petitpren is giving up the 
seat this year to take on State 
Senator William Faust in the 
Democratic primary in the 
13th Senatorial district.

Its 
$1.4 million budget was 
financed by the State and by 
a three-year $300,000 grant 
from New Detroit Inc. 

Murray Jackson, acting 
president, told the HEW 
Committee that the system 
has the equivalent of 9,500 
full-time students at present. 


“We expect to have 
14,000 students next fall and 
an enrollment of 50,000 in 
10 years if this millage is 
approved,” Jackson said. 


If the millage is not 
improved. Jackson said, the 
community college could lose 
half the $ 1 . 6 -m illion 
recommended for it in the 
Governor’s proposed budget. 
The penalty is contained in a 
bill pending in the 
Legislature. 

Jackson said the 
$8-million revenue from the 
miliage would make it 
possible to hire full-time 
faculty, expand educational 
programs “and start thinking 
about our own facilities.”

If only Mr. Wharton would 


inject his proposal to the U.S. 
for “major changes of 
attitudes and approaches...” 
to his own administration, it 
is possible that the majority 
of students at MSU could get 
the education they are 
seeking.

That’s why this natty son of a 
post-prohibition Detroit saloon-keeper will 
try for re-election this fall despite the straws 
in the wind hinting he might try another line 
of work. 

Kelley likes a sure thing and you could 
make a parade out of lawyers who don’t 
want to run against him, just as Kelley has 
restained himself from gambling with 
oblivion. 

This one neither drinks nor smokes and * 
he hands out phamplets to his newspaper 
friends who do. He has been known to sip 
champagne on ceremonial occasions, but the 
floor never tilts for Kelley. 

Detroit was a hard town even when 
Kelley was a lad. His family ran a club and 
his boyhood associates, who didn’t turn out 
as well, still come back to haunt Kelley. 

He didn’t tum his back on a nod from a 
childhood acquaintance — though now 
involved a bit with the Mafia • and Kelley’s 
enemies see a sinister connection. 

Nothing to it. 

In his young days as a lawyer, Kelley 
participated in the same corridors as former 
Detroit Mayor Jerome P. Cavanaugh and 
knew* former Gov. John B. Swainson before 
either entered public office. 

In fact, Kelley arrived in Lanang three 
days after Christmas, 1961, as the 
newly-appointed attorney general — 
appointed by Swainson. 


Cohan often speaks for Kelley on hot 
issues, leading one critic to charge: “If 
anything ever happens to Cohan, Kelley can 
be attorney general.” 

Cohan, as valuable politically as he is as a 
legal brain trustee, denies it all, but his 
public relations charm hides the scars and 
savvy he earned in the rough and tumble of 
district politics in Detroit. 

Kelley has made enemies in office, and 
what else is new? He had a severe falling out 
with Cavanagh a few years ago and friends of 
both speculated they were on a political 
collision course. 

Now they both speak unkindly of each 
other, but the feud — stemming from 
whatever source — has been kept under 
wraps. 

There has been the usual grumbling 
among some county prosecutors, over whom 
Kelley has jurisdiction in legal matters. 
James Turner, the Howell publisher now 
running for the Republican nomination for 
governor, charges Kelley with all sorts of 
wrongdoing. 

After Swainson’s defeat by former Gov. 
Romney in 1962, most efes turned to 
Kelley as the leader who would restore 
Democrats to the front office in Lansing. 

There were skirmishes between Kelley 
and Romney before they signed their 
historic nonaggression pact — a paper that 
Kelley preserves for the history books. It 
was the first one.

Compulsory arbitration, which recently granted 
local police officers $10,500 yearly and $11,000 
as of next July 1, brings to light an unfortunate 
situation. 

Although it is true that our police department 
must have more money to attract better caliber 
men to the force and to enable its officers to live 
in upper middle class Liovnia, many other areas of 
employment are far worse off. 

Police officers, like other municipal employes, 
receive fringe benefits estimated at more than 
$4,000 annually. This sum added to their basic 
salary, plus some overtime, leaves them in fairly 
good financial oUtus even in today’s hectic times. 

Persons in other fields z rn not so fortunate 
Consider the white collar worker wtiu *orksfora 
small organization and who does not receive these 
fringe benefits. Also, think of these same persons 
who have not been granted a cost of living 
allowance for one to two 


Most of these employes also are paid below the 
scale of salaries for comparable jobs with larger 
companies. 

Supposedly, when large union contracts are 
settled, as in the auto industry , everyone down the 
line profits financially, including the white collar 
worker working for the firms covered in the new 
salary agreements. 

But. such is not the case with the unlucky 
white collar worker, who as often as not, lives in 
the suburbs and works for a small company. 
Usually, in these instances, he has worked many 
years and been granted two, three or maybe four 
small raises over the years. 

Net results? This poor individual each year falls 
m^;° and more behind his colleague who benefits 
from large union contracts. 

Thus, although many of today’s police officers 
gripe about low salaries — and their grievances are 


bottom of the barrel salarywtse. 

Many white collar employes of small firms 
make less money than policemen, but manage to 
rear families and exist from year to year by 
shoestring management. 

This writer firmly believes that officers on 
police forces, such as Livonia’s, are entitled to 
more salary in consideration of their job 
requirements and risks to which they are exposed. 
He also believes that the white collar workers cited 
also deserve monetary consideration under a 
planned program. 

The general public is too prone to forget this 
sizable segment of our population and they are too 
easily reminded of how necessary it is that a 
specific employe group, such as police officers, get 
adequate pay. 

So, policemen everywhere, be thankful for your 
blessings. Things could be a lot worse. Let’s hope 
that the situation improves for all of us.

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O’Neill’s Boyhood Story 
Is Better Than f Orchard ’

It must have been rather 
embarrassing to John Fernald 
to take his Meadow Brook 
Theatre to New York where 
“The Cherry Orchard” 
bombed out. only to leave a 
couple second-stringers here, 
augmented by Oakland U. 
and Fernald's Studio 
Company students, to wrap 
us his season with “Ah, 
Wilderness!” Embarrassing 
because “Wilderness” is a 
much better production than 
“Orchard,” everyone agrees. 

Undoubtedly, had Fernald 
known a year in advance 
about the New York date, he 
never would have scheduled 
the large-cast “Wilderness.” 
But the results were most 
happy. 

“Wilderness” is Eugene 
O’Neill’s only comedy, a 
nostalgic look at his own 
childhood painted in 
extremely wishful tints-the 
tortured family in “Long 
Day’s Journey” was a lot 
closer to biographical truth. 


The Miller family, a richly 
painted picture of small town 
life at the turn of the 
century, is warm and 
satisfying as it seeks to create 
a perennial picture of youth 
growing up and first love. 
Young Richard (O’Neill) has 

committed the sin of writing 
love poems to the daughter of 
a Babbitt who forces her to 
break up with him. In 
despair, he allows himself to 
accompany his older 
brother’s friend to a house of 
ill repute for his first serious 
bout with alcohol and other 
things. 

In lesser hands than 
O’Neill, this could easily 
become rather rank situation 
comedy, but O’Neill, a master 
at painting vivid backgrounds 
and filling them in with vital 
people, remains in firm 
control. Director Terrence 
Kilburn has a deft stroke and 
a fine cast, Harry Ellerbe and 
Elisabeth Orion as the 
parents, Kilburn as the 
wastrel uncle and especially 
Jeffrey Winner as the son, 
flesh out a rewarding evening. 


Tennessee Williams ran out 
of plots years ago and started 
writing charicatures of 
himself, but even second rate 
Williams often is better than 
first rate somebody else. 

“The Last of the Mobile 
Hot-shots” (Palms) — which 
isn’t much better as a title 
than Williams’ own “Seven 
Descents of Myrtle” — 
concerns a down and out 
survivor of a topless band 
who marries a dying 
descendant of a century-old 
southern plantation family on 

a television show for the sake 
of a wagon load of gifts. 

The honeymoon is at the 
ole plantation where her 
dying husband, James Cobum 
proves he isn’t virile and his 
black half-brother. Robert 
Hooks, proves he is. The rest 
is a long war over the 
succession to the plantation’s 
ownership. 

Lynn Redgrave’s southern 
accent is positively 
embarrassing, but Cobum and 
Hooks are excellent as two 
feuding brothers enmeshed in 


the usual Williams over abun- 
dance of perversions and 
assorted hangups in a typical 
Williams set-decaying farm, 
decaying creams and an 
overflowing river threatening 
to drown them all amid 
torrential rains 

Sort of like a Mad 
Magazine takeoff of Williams. 

A rare war comedy, old 
fashioned in the sense that 
it’s only out to entertain and 
doesn’t seek to prove that 
war should be abolished, is 
“Suppose They Gave a War 
and Nobody Came.” Forget 
the title — it means nothing 
and was chosen only to make 
life miserable for those whose 
lot it is to tend to marquees. 

“Suppose They Gave a 
War” is potentially an 
extremely funny 75-minute 
picture stuffed out to nearly 
two hours. Along the way are 
several occasional rich 
moments of humor. 
Generally, it’s perfect, light 
summer fare which outran 
the film editor.

potatoes. When modem 
refrigerators came to 
transportation the fad spread 
throughout the island and in 
time because as much a part 
of English tradition as the 
flag and Parliament. They’re 
apparently becoming a part 
of our tradition, too.

What is considered the 
longest -lived traffic safety 
campaign in the nation was 
launched into its tenth year 
of service for motorists in 
Western Wayne County today 
(May 26) by Automobile 
Club of Michigan. 

John Robbins, Auto 
Club’s Wayne division 
manager, told members of the 
Western Wayne County 
Safety and Traffic Committee 
at its May meeting that the 
“Bring ‘Em Back Alive!”

Day weekend in 1961. 

“I am pleased to stand

Robbins said that the

Most programs die after a 
year and are never heard of 
again because they are based 
on just a slogan which “fades 
with the print on posters, 
banners and pamphlets,” said 
Robbins.

added Robbins. “It has been 
a living program with teeth — 
providing facts traffic 
engineers have discovered.” 

To illustrate the positive 
aspects of “Bring ‘Em Back 
Alive!” which encourages 
motorists to travel. Auto 
Club’s spokesman cited the 
promotional materials It is 
preparing to release across the 
state before Memorial Day. 

“We have a total of six 
languages for our new 
bumper stickers all saying

said Robbins. 

Another item is a placemat 
for restaurants which 
highlights festivals and at the 
same time urges safe 
motoring.

PCHA Board Approves 

Central Laundry Plans 


Two long- planned 
construction projects, a 
possible property trade and 
the eventual fate of the old 
Beyer Memorial Hospital 
property in Ypsilanti 
occupied the attention of the 
Board of Directors of Peoples 
Community Hospital 
Authority at its monthly 
meeting Thursday night. 

Plans and specifications 
for the new Central Laundry 
building to be constructed at 
PCHA’s Annapolis Hospital in 
Wayne were approved. This 
building will house the 
$24 0,000 “Poensgen 
Flowline” laundry processing 
machine purchased by the 
Authority last September. 

The desicion was followed 
by an announcement by 
Congressman William D. Ford 
(D-15th District) that a grant 
of $250,000 was recently 
approved by the Department 
of Health, Education and 
Welfare in Washington to help 
finance the laundry project. 

The funds are made 
available under the 
Hill-Burton Act, and include 
an allotment for expanded 
boiler facilities at all 
hospitals. 

Hailed as a major 
break-through in the field of 
materials handling in 
hospitals, this equipment is 
expected to be a real time 
and money-saver. All the 
laundry processing for the 
four PCHA hospitals will be 
handled by this central 
facility. In effect, hospital 
laundry personnel merely 
feed the apparatus with soiled 
laundry and it then flows 
through each stage of 
washing, rinsing and drying 
without again requiring 
human handling. 

The Board approved the 
low bid of $32,670, 
submitted by Markward & 
Karafilis, Inc. for the 
construction of a gift shop 
and Guild Guidance Clinic at 
Seaway Hospital in Trenton. 

Authority Attorney 
Charles B. Cozadd was 
instructed by the Board to 
proceed with negotiations 
with the Wayne County Road 
Commission relative to the 
possible sale or trade of 
PCHA-owned land in Canton 
township. 

The Authority owns 60 


acres on this site and the 
county has expressed a desire 
to purchase approximately 
11.2 acres as part of a project 
for the Lower Rouge Flood 
Control program. It was also 
noted that the county might 
be willing to trade a like 
amount of acreage it owns 
south of Annapolis Hospital 
for this property. 


“Old Beyer-what now,” 
declared a Board member 
when the question of 
disposition of this building 
and 3.6 acres of land came up 
for a decision Thursday night. 
Two bid options were OK’d 
by the group. First, bids will 
be asked for the demolition 
of the old hospital building, 
and two, bids will be asked 


on the sale of the property as 
is. 

In other action the Board 
approved 15 medical staff 
applications, four at 
Annapolis, two at Beyer 
Memorial, five at Outer Drive 
and four at Seaway; OK’d 
payment of current bills in 
the amount of $24,482.67.
